"The United States, In the past too 
years, has certainly produced a great 
er number of handsome women then 
any other civilized country, but. un 
fortunately, since feminine beauty de- 
fies statistics, we have no figures to 
compare on the subject, for alL that 
the standard of beauty among our wo- 
men grows lower every year,” ssi ! a 
New York portrait painter whose work 
is known from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. 

"There are a number of reasons to be 
cited ts responsible for the existence 
of this condition," he said. "One of 
the most potent reasons, 1 think, is 
the absolute indifference ol the nine 
teenth century and especially the 
American man to physical peifeclion 
in womankind. 

"Even 50 years ago they were 
vastly more sensitive to its influence 
and interested in its phases. Young 
fellows hall s century back read poet- 
ry, nourished romantic dreams, wore 
their hair about their eais and indited 
verses, in imitation ol Byron, to dark 
eyed Inez and golden haired Helen. 
Fairy forms, clustering ringlets, asure 
orbs, etc., flitted through their 
dreams, and the women whose ap- 
pearance talied in a measure with 
these standards wss reverenced and 
adored as the ideal sweetheart and 
wile. 

"He did not care s rap whether Inrz 
could read Greek or not or understood 
a word clparlismentiry law, but he did 
delight over her blushes, her swan 
throat and alabaster shoulders, and 
the portrait painters of that day prove, 
beyond a doubt, that she possessed 
most of these charms in an abandance 
we don't see any longer. 

"Nowaday! the girl who sets out to 
rule in society by virtue of a lovely 
face and figure is apt to find herself 
queening it over s very few masculine 
subjects. I dou t know whether the 
men or the women are to blame lor 
this change, but certain it is that no 
matter It she be as subtly graceful as 
Cleopatra, as fair as Helen of Troy , 
she will have no swains adoring her 
for those gifts of nature alone. Whnt 
the modem man now admires is n 
lively miss, whose tongue rattles ss 
brisk a measure as castanets, who has 
a spontaneous ready laugh, who can 
wake golf balls sing through the air, 
who is lull of grit and go and jokes, 
who is not afraid to put a cigarette be 
tween her lips, who is, in short, a jolty 
good fellow. If her feet sre small, 
her waist a snug circle, her ryes 
bright sod her clothes in the height 
of fashion, she Isabelle and easily 
passes muster as 11 beauty whose 
claim nobody disputes. All the poet- 
ry and the novels of the day proclaim 
the supremacy of this little lady. 
The novelists no longer bother to tell 
you whether their heroines are fair or 
not; nobody cares. Heroines who 
have an influence, like the chic wo- 
men who rules in society, don't rest 
on any such laurels as luxurtant 
tresses, snowy necks and pearly 
teeth. Those were the weapons ot 
women of another time, both in books 
aud in real life,

Washington, March 23 — The guests 
ot the National Geographical society 
after its annual reception on Wednes- 
day night were entertained by Charles 
B. Tripler, of New York, the inventor 
of liquid air, 

Mr, Tripler bad brought from his 
laboratory in an ordinary vessel not 
unlike a milk can 10 gallons of liquid 
air at a temperature of three hundred 
and twenty degrees below zero. This 
was brought into the banquet room at 
the Arlington hotel, where the audi- 
ence was assembled, and many of the 
experiments which have lately startled 
the scientific world were repeated, 

Mr. Tripler wss introduced by Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, Inventor of the 
telephone. A Urge number of dis- 
tinguished scientists gathered to wit- 
ness bis experiments, and in the audi- 
ence were the German and Russian 
ambassadors, the Chinese minUter and 
a Urge number ot the most distin- 
guished people in Washington. 

Mr. Tripler first exhibited the liquid 
sir by passing around the audience tin 
dippers filled with it These gave off 
a vapor like steam and rapidly accum- 
ulated frost on the outside. After the 
audience had finished the inspection 
Mr. Tripler struck the dippers against 
the table and they broke ts pieces 
like glass. He then immersed a com- 
mon hollow rubber ball in the liqaid 
and afterward threw it on the floor, 
where it broke into pieces. 

BURNS CARBON. 

He partially immersed in a common 
tnmbler filled with liquid sir a stick of 
carbon, like those used on the arc 
light.and the part of the carbon above 
the surface burned rapidly with a white 
light as intense as that of an arc lamp. 

He explained that a temperature of 
1,000 degrees above zero was required 
to burn carbon, yet this sir at 312 de- 
grees below zero burned It rapidly. 

He immersed in the same glass the 
end of s coiled watch spring, and it 
burned rapidly sad threw off a shower 
of sparks nntil the entire spriug was 
consumed. 

Mr. Tripler explained that alcohol 
freezes at a temperature of 202 below 
zero, and he accordingly took s pint 
of whisky and,pourlng liquid sir over 
it, soon had it in a state so thst be 
broke it up into smsll chunks snd 
passed it around to bis audience. 

Mercury freezes at 40 degrees below 
zero. The Inventor froze a chunk ol 
It in the shape of a hammer snd drove 
s nail into the table on which his ex- 
periments were conducted. This ham- 
mer afterward circulated through the 
audience for half an hour without 
melting, though it gradually accumu- 
lated a frost od the outside. 

Mr. Tripler dipped several Irish po- 
tatoes into the can ol air, and then 
threw them on the floor, and they 
broke into pieces like chins eggs. The 
pieces were picked up for souveoirs, 
but were found to be so cold that they 
were uncomfortable to keep. 

They were extremely hard and 
could be carved with a penknife like 
boxwood. They circulated pretty 
rapidly through the audience, each 
parson being apparently anxious to 
pass them on to his neighbor. 

A piece ol raw beef was immersed 
in the sir and taken out pure and 
white and hard as ivory. Ihrown on 
the floor it broke into pieces. Several 
persons having picked these up as 
souvenirs, Mr. Ttlp'.er warned them 
that in a few minutes after the cold 
had passed away the beautiful white 
substance would return to beef again 
and would become ao uncomfortable 
keepsake. 

A cake of ice waa placed on the ta- 
ble and Mr. Tripler placed upon it a 
tea kettle filled with liquid air. He 
then placed the tea kettle over a gas 
flame and it quit boiling and a thick 
coating of ice formed on the outside 
and waa afterward broken ofl with a 
mallet. 

LNAVES FLOOR DRV. 

Mr. Tripler threw a dipperful of air 
over his clothing, and it leit them per- 
fectly dry, and a finger dipped into 
the liquid would be withdrawn dry, 
but uncomfortably cold A qnantlty 
ol the air thrown on the Boor made a 
heavy sound like melted lead. The 
liquid scattered in all directions, 
throwing ofl a gray vapor and being 
rapidly consumed. It left the floor 
dry. 

Mr. Tripler said that he had re- 
ceived letters from scientific men all 
over the United States questioning 
his statement in a recent number of 
McClure's Magazine, to the effect 
that he could produce liquid air with 
liquid air; that is, with s start of two 
gallons of the substance he could go

Bishop 
and his men, who hsve been on pro- 
vost guard, are sent back to the tort 
with the remainder of Co. D. There 
not being room at present in the fort, 
about fifteen of the men were sent to 
companies in the 2d and 3d battalions, 
where they will remain until room 
can be made for them. All volunteers 
here now have their orders to move, 
that is, those in this (Matanzas) dis- 
trict. 

This is a very hot day, in spite of a 
very good breeze. 

We were honored yesterday by a 
visit from Col. Wilbur R. Smith, one! 
of Lexington's moat prominent men, 
who is not President of the Commer- 
cial College of the Kentucky Univer- 
sity. He left this morning lor the 
United States, via Tampa, Fla.

ADJUSTMENT. 



The manner in which Uncle Sam is 
now proceeding with his business in 
the Philippines promises an early set- 
tlement ol afiairain the East, an early 
adjustment ot the Eastern question is 
longed lor by the administration and 
the people of this country. Not a 
half settlement, but a complete and 
final establishment of our authority in 
the Philippine islands is what the peo. 
pie of the United States demands. 
Anything short of this will not meet 
with the approbation ot the enlighten- 
ed people ot our country. War at any 
time with any people is never sought, 
but always avoided by our govern- 
ment, if possible to do so honorably. 
But never in the history of our illus- 
trious past have the pride and honor 
of our people allowed the flag of our 
common country to be assailed with- 
out proper vindication. By the terms 
of the late treaty between the United 
States and Spain the Philippine islands 
became a part ol the territory ot the 
former country. From the standpoint 
from which the nations of earth view 
the situation, it would be no greater 
thrust at the honor of the nation for 
the United Statea to allow one of the 
forty-five States of the Union to rebel 
and secede than to quit the East with 
a rebellion in its territory. A rebell- 
ion within our territory is deplorable 
indeed, but the supremacy of uational 
authority must be established and 
recognized wherever the Stars and 
Stripes may float.

comes necessary to defend the nation- 
al honor, to quit the peaceful pursuits 
of life and leave a happy home to do 
battle tor his country.

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THIEVES’ SCHOOL. 

There Is Such an Institution in 
Japan — It Has Long 
Flourished. 

There are two classes ol children In 
Tokyo who become professional beg- 
gars, viz., those small unfortunates 
who have ruu away from home in or- 
der to escape batbarous treatment 
from inhuman parents.whose nomadic 
instincts induce them to get rid of 
their too numerous offspring, and thus 
avoid the trouble of dragging them 
around from one village to another. 

These latter confide their children 
to old professional beggars, who soon 
teach the young outcast to earn his 
own livelihood. 

Some of these chiefs ol the mendi- 
cant procession enjoy a wide reputa- 
tion, and have scores ot beggars and 
thieves in embryo under their tutelage. 
There even exists in Tokyo a well 
known house, Kodomo no Souryoya, 
which is a regular agency for the let- 
ting out of children. 

Beggar* of 40 or 50 years of age 
( nearly always thieves hors de combat, 
and crippled In some way or other) 
call upon this firm every day and hire 
a child of four or five years old, in 
whose company they prey upon the 
charity of the public. The price per 
day for a child if from 3 to 10 ten (3 to 
10 cents), and as tha object of the 
child is to inspire pity, weak and ail- 
ing children fetch the higheat prices. 

From 5 years upward the children 
do their begging by themaelves. At 
the age of 14 or 15, under the pretext 
ot gathering waste paper and other 
rubbish, they prowl around the court 
yards of the houses and commence to 
thieve. 

Their usual weapon is a long stick, 
the end of which is steeped in glue, 
and with which they are very adroit 
in removing trifles from open win- 
dows. 

At 16 they are taught the art of 
picking pockets with skill and dis- 
patch, and lrom being beggars rise to 
the rank of botahajiki (pickpockets)or 
kopparali (thieves). 

There is no real difference between 
the thief and the beggar. The child 
commences as a beggar, becomes in 
due course a thief and takes to begging 
once more when old age overtakes 
him. 

Daily lessons are given to the young 
thieves by the chiefs of each band, and 
the apprenticeship lasts as '.mg as 
from 12 to 19. The whole thing has 
been reduced to a regular system, 
pocket picking and burglary are care- 
fully taught in every detail. 

One specialist spent a year in Berlin 
in order to acquire perfection in the 
art of subtilizing a purse. Since this 
gentleman has returned to Tokyo his 
class has been veiy successful, and 
has a hundred intelligent pupilsat the 
present moment. 

The whole thieve*’ colony Is regu- 
lated by a code of laws, and these are 
administered with the utmost stern- 
ness. The youngest thieve* keep 10 
per cent, ot their earnings, the better 
clas* of pickpockets 40 per cent., and 
so uie 50 per cent, or even 60 per cent. 
The surplus of the profits Is Invested 
in the teaching of pupils, and em- 
ployed as the chiefs of the community 
deem necessary lor the general well- 
being.
